.New York, May G.—Charles Becker, 


once a lieutenant in the New York 
police department, was today placed 
on trial for the second time for the 
murder of the gambler, Herman Ro- 
senthal, in July, 1912. .Notwithstand- 
ing .that the crime was committed 
nearly two years ago public interest 
in the case appeared hardly less 
acute than at the first trial when 
Becker and the four 
gunmen were 


found guilty. The latter died in the 
electric chair. Becker was granted a 
new trial by a higher, court. At the 
outset of the proceedings today the 
defense attacked what it 
character- 


ized as District Attorney Whitman's 
practice of talking to the newspapers 
'to the detriment of the their client's 
case." For, this reason they asked lor 
a change of venue. This the court de- 
nied, and the selection of the jury was 
begun. By noon thirteen 
talesmen 


had ibeen called and eliminated, and 
one juror had been accepted by both 
parties. 


Becker, dressed' with, care and ap- 


parently in better health than when 
ibrought down from the death house' at 
Sing Sing, after the court of appeals 
decision, sat with his wife at the 
counsel table, and. followed closely the 
questioning of talesmen.

New^York, May 6.—Crowds o[ curi- 


ous .men and women jammed the cor- 
ridors of the criminal courts building 
today, for the opening of-the second 
trial of Charles Becker, the foriner 
police lieutenant and 
head of the 


"strong arm" squad for the murder 
of :,the gambler, Herman Roseuthal. 
Four men—the gunmen, sbCalled, re- 
cently paid for the murder with their 
lives; but Becker, the alleged insti- 
gator, was saved by a ruling of the 
court of appeals. 


After months in the death house he 


.was transferred to the Tombs in this 
city out of which he was 'brought to- 
day, across the Bridge of Sighs, for 
the second battle for his life. The 
scene Of the trial was the 
Criminal 


branch; of the Supreme court, the 
same as at the first trial, but Justice 
Samuel Seaburn presided in place of 
Justice; Goff. 


Charles A. Whitman, 
district at- 


torney appears for the state as he did 
at the first trial, but John.A. Mcln- 
tire is scheduled as chief couusel for 
Becker by Martin T. Manton. 


The ope'nirig of the case was set for 


10:30.;o'clock, and an additional panel 
of 100 talesmen was on: hand. 


The crime for,which Becker stands 


indicted occurred early in the morn- 
ing of July 1C, 1912, and was a result 
of a war among factions of gamblers^ 
It stirred.New York as no crime ever 
has. The city had been.in an uproar 
of .resentment against police laxity in 
dealing with crimes that returned 
profit, and Rosenthal,, a gambler 
•with a grudge, went to District At- 
torney Whitman with a tale involv- 
ing Becker. In .the language of the 
tenderloin, he "squealed." 
On July Ifi 


of Carl Dresner, recently quoted as 
having admitted that he committed 
perjury in the gunmen matter, did not 
come from Dressner himself but was 
given out .by Mr. Whitman with .the 
suggestion that the story be made to 
read as if it hafl been given to the 
newspaper men by Dresner from Tils 
cell in the Tombs. Justice

denied the motion for a change of 
venue; saying that the grounds were 
not sufficient. He added that all mo- 
tions for adjournment or postpone- 
ment would be denied, and the exam- 
ination of talesmen was begun.

A 
wireless dispatch to this effect was 
received from the Manhattan by the 
Marconi station here early today. 


The Manhattan, bound from New 


York for Antwerp, had been near the 
scene ,of the burning Columbian for 
some hours and was known to be 
searching for boats containing mem- 
bers of the Columbian's crew.

"Manhattan picked up one boat of 


Columbian, captain and thirteen oth- 
ers.

The intimation 
was that an insult to the uniform was 
a small matter compared to the killing 
of American citizens in Mexico. 
But 


that idea did not arouse much support. 
The flag and tbe uniform, when they 


1 are the symbol of the United States 
government, are dearer to tbe people 
than human life.

army and navy and that women send 
their men to battle.
